Liliuokalam fails to Agree With 


tho President's Plans of Extend- 


ing Amnesty. 


WASHINGTON, December 18. — The 


President's message on Hawaiian mat- 
ters, together with the testimony gath- 
ered hy Commissioner lilount from 
which the conclusiona of the adminis- 
tration were drawn and diplomatic cor- 
respondence throwing light upon our re- 
lationa with Hawaii, wan sent to con- 
gress this morning. Much of the mes- 
sage is devoted to si lengthy review of 
Blount'e report, which has already heen 
published. In conclusion, the President 
says in part: 


"As 1 apprehend the situation we are 


brought face to face with the following 
conditions: The lawful government of 
Hawaii was overthrown without draw- 
ing a sword or liring a shot by a process 
every step of which it may safyly be as- 
serted was directly traceable to and de- 
uemlent for its success upon the agency 
of the United Slates government through 
its diplomatic and naval representatives. 
But for the lawless occupation of Hono- 
lulu under fnleo pretexts by United 
States forces and but for Minister Stev- 
ens' recognition of tho provisional gov- 
ernment when the United Stales forces 
were its solo support and constituted its 
only military strength, the Queen and 
her 
government 
would never have 


yielded to the provisional government, 
even for a time, and for the Hole purpose 
of siibruiting her ruse to the enlight- 
ened justice of the United Suites. Be- 
lieving, therefore, that the United States 
could not under the circumstances dis- 
uloae to annex: these islands without 
justly incurring Ihe imputation of ac- [oniclnl.j 


uiring them by unjustifiable methods 
shall not again submit a treaty of an- 


nexation to the senate. 


"In the instructions to Minister Wil- 


lis, a copy of which accompanied the 
message, 1 have directed him to so in- 
form tlio nrovisonal government. By 
its own declared limitation it was only 
'to exist until terras of union with the 
United States of America have been 
negotiated and agreed upon.' 1 hoped 
Unit if afler this HHsuranco lo the mem- 
bers of that government that such union 
could not be consummated, I might 
compass a peaceful adjustment of the 
dilllcnlly. Actuated hy these desires 
and purposes 1 instructed Minieter Wil- 
lis lo advise the Queen and her support- 
ers of my desire to aid in the restoration 
of the Btalus existing before tho lawless 
landing of United States forces at Hone- 
hila, if such restoration could he effected 
upon terms providing for clemency as 
\vv\\ as justice lo all parties concerned. 
The conditions suggested, as tho last in- 
structions show, contemplate a general 
mum-sly lo those concerned in tho mak- 
ing up of the provisional government 
and the vccognitian of all its bonu fide 
acts and obligations. In short, they re- 
quire that tho past should bo buried and 
and that the restored government i-oum 
resume its authority us if its continuity 
l.ad not been interrupted. 
"Iliesu conditions have not proved 


acceptable to the Queen, and though 
she bus been informed that they will bo 
insisted upon and that unless acceded to 
tho efforts of the President to aid hi the 
restoration of her government will cease, 
I have not thus far learned that she is 
willing to L'ivo her acquiescence. The 
check which my plans have thus en- 
countered bus prcvenled their presenta- 
tion to members of the provisional 
government. 
"In Commending this subject to the 


extended powers and wise discretion of 
congress 1 desire to add the assurance 
that 1 shall be much gratified to co- 
operate in any legislative plan which 
may ho devised for a solution of the 
problem before us which is consistent 
with American honor, integrity and 
morality."
